Tragic Affair Bear Maeon—Was It 


Suicide" 


Edward Higgins, aged 23 years, son of 


a well-known farmer, Morris Higgins, re- 
siding two miles west of Macon was 
found dead in an upper room on the sec- 
ond floor of the dwelling early this morn- 
ing, with a bullet in his brain. The 
jonng men had eaten his breakfast this 
morning with the family, and then ap- 
peared to be all nght.

He did not utter 
a word, but left at once for the depot to 
catch the south-bound Central tram 
Coroner Perl went down on the same 
rain to hold the mqnest, which began 
this afternoon. 


Mrs Higgins had called to her son to 


come down from his room, but as she re- 
ceived no answer she went up to the room 
to find her son dead, with a small 22 cali- 
bre target gun clasped in both hands 
The bullet had entered his left temple 
and death must have been instant 


It is not known whether the fatality 


was accidental or with suicidal intent, 
It is learned that young Higgms had been 
paying lover like attentions to a young 
lady at Macon, and that he was given 
"the mitten" Sunday night at church. 
Possibly he was disconsolate and had re- 
solved to kill himself. There were no
